Dr. Ed Akin 

1949 to 1990 


Born in Scottsboro, Alabama, Dr. Ed Akin gradu- 
ated from Scottsboro High School and later re- 
ceived his B.A. from Samford University. Majoring in 
U.S. History, Dr. Akin received his PhD at the young 
age of twenty-five from the University of Florida. 
After a year of service at Daniel Payne College in 
Birmingham, Dr. Akin came to Mississippi College 
in January 1977 as Assistant Professor. His years 
of service to MC had placed him in many additional 
roles. Sponsor of the Phi Alpha Theta Chapter, com- 
mittee service for the rewriting of the Core Curric- 
ulum for the College, Honors Council Director, and 
Chairman of a special Arts and Sciences Committee 
are just a few of his roles. His dedication to God, 
family, and education as well as his compassion for 
others made Dr. Ed Akin a man loved and missed 
by family, friends, faculty, and students. 

“Dr. Ed Akin was a very speical person. He made 
friends easily — among all parts of the M.C. college 
family. Ed was not only a gifted writer and wonderful 
teacher, he was a friend to students, never being 
too busy to listen and help when he could. Person- 
ally I miss him a great deal. Each day something — 
a book, a picture, or a shared experience — re- 
minds me of my friend, Ed Akin.” writes Bill Hicks. 



In Memory of Ed Akin 

Ed Akin was the kind of teacher we all 
want to be — enthusiastic, willing to go the 
extra mile, making history come alive for his 
students. Although a remarkably productive 
scholar, Ed was always first and foremost 
concerned with students as individuals. He 
gloried in their successes, great and small, 
and they loved him for it. His greatest tri- 


umphs were their triumphs, whether it was 
an improved test score, a topnotch term pa- 
per, or a scholarship to graduate or law 
school. He was that kind of teacher. 

Despite the severity of his illness, Ed did 
not bemoan his fate, but took it as some- 
thing to be endured and hopefully overcome. 
He seldom talked about his health or how 
he was feeling, but always wanted to know 
about you, or your family, and especially his 


students, past and present. Ed continued to 
teach us by example even to the end. Ed 
Akin died much too young, and we mourn his 
passing and feel his loss deeply. Yet he has 
left a lasting mark on our hearts and minds, 
and we are all the better for having known 
him. We shall always cherish his memory.

Dr. Chester 
E. Swor 

September 28, 1990 

A native of Lyman, Mississippi and a 1929 graduate 
of Mississippi College, Dr. Chester E. Swor died of 
heart failure September 28, 1990. 

Dr. Swor received a masters degree from the Uni- 
versity of North Carolina and a professional diploma in 
guidance from Columbia University. He received hon- 
orary doctorate degrees from Baylor University, Wil- 
liam Carey, and Blue Mountain Colleges, as well as 
international studies at Oxford University, and Jung In- 
stitute Library in Zurich, Switzerland. 

His years of service to Mississippi College saw him 
as assistant professor of English and Alumnus of the 
Year in 1967. September 8, 1982 was declared Ches- 
ter E. Swor Day in Mississippi by former Governor Wil- 
liam Winter. Swor Auditorium was dedicated a few years 
later in 1987. 

Dr. Swor loved God. Wherever he went he expressed 
his love of God and all God had done for him. He also 
loved students and never missed an opportunity to talk 
whether one on one or before a group of students. He 
amassed travel of over 1,000,000 miles in his 40 years 
of lecturing and counseling. His travels took him to 
missions in Europe, Hawaii, Panama, and Canada, as 
well as all over the United States. 

The love shown by Dr. Swor was returned by students 
and faculty of Mississippi College who respected and 
admired Dr. Swor. The memory of Dr. Chester E. Swor 
will forever linger in the spirit of Mississippi College, 
and his physical presence will be greatly missed.
